The Policy Committee appointed by 


the recent miners convention held in 
DuBois, met at Clearfield yesterday 
and after carefully considering the 
proposition tendered them by the op- 
erators associate!! in response to their 
demands for increased wages, voted 
unanimously to refuse the offer. The 
Policy Committee voted to again take 
up the matter of securing a meeting 
\\ith the operators and a committee 
was appointed to get in touch with 
President Ben Clark. Mr. Clark, in 
answer to the request for a joint con- 
ference to discuss the demands re- 
plied that he was not empowered to 
give an answer agreeing to a meet- 
ing but he would get in touch with 
the executive committee, agreeing to 
yivo an answer not later than Satur- 
day. 


It was agreed on the part of the 


committee that if the operators asso- 
ciation persisted in their refusal to 
grant a joint meeting that the dele- 
gates to the district convention would 
be summoned to meet in DuBois one 
week from today, at which time the 
entire proposition will be submitted 
to them for final disposition. 


It will be remembered that the spe- 


cial convention summoned to meet 
in DuBois appointed a 
Policy Com-
